Decision in Suit Over the Insurance of 
Jas. H. Higgins. 

Judge Steckler, of the New York Su 
preme Court, Friday, signed his decision and 
udgment inthe action of interpleader men 
tioned in the last issue of THE CrrcuLar 
WEEKLY, brought by The Jewelers’ League 
of New York to determine who was en 
titled to the insurance on the life of Jas 
H. Higgins, a San Francisco jeweler, who 
died over a year ago 

As already published in these columns, 
Mr. Higgins had made over two-thirds of 
his policy in The League to Mrs. Mary F 
Healy, in payment for a debt; the remain 
ing one-third was settled upon his niece, 
Leonie F. Perrier, of British Columbia 
Previous to this he had become divorced 
from his wife. Afterwards Mr. Higgins 
secured money from Edward B. Read, guar 
anteeing him the one-third already settled 
upon his niece. 

At Mr. Higgins’s death four claimants, 
Mrs. Higgins, Mrs. Healy, Miss Perrier 
and Mr. Read sent in their claims to The 
League. Mrs. Higgins claimed all the in 
surance, on the ground that her husband 
was of unsound mind when he made his cred 
itors beneficiaries; Mrs. Healy claimed two 
thirds, Mr. Read one-third, and Miss Per 
rier claimed part of the third assigned to 
Mr. Read that was in excess of the amount 
lent by him to Higgins 

Judge Steckler’s decision on the case is 
as follows: “The evidence fails to show that 
the deceased member was of unsound mind 
at the time he designated the creditor 
defendants, Healy and Read, as his benefi- 
ciaries. Of the sum due under the policy 
the defendant Healy is entitled to two- 
thirds and the defendant Read to $950 and 


interest out of the balance. As the said 


sum due Read is less than one-third of the 
policy and it appears to me that Read was 
substituted for the prior beneficiary, Leonie 
F. Perrier, niece of the member, in the 
one-third of the proceeds of the policy 
merely to the extent of the amount to be 
found due to the creditor Read at the time 
of the member’s death, the balance of said 
one-third should be paid to the said niece.’

He identified the 
ring in evidence as one of his firm’s make, 
and by the trade-mark said that it was a 
10 karat ring, and had not been stamped 
14 karat. 

Mr. Tibballs, of the Geo. H. Ford Co., 
was then called to the stand and said that 
on the 8th of February a thorough exam- 
ination of their stock had been made, and 
that all rings that did not meet the re- 
quirements of the Connecticut law were 
turned over to the manufacturers’ salesmen, 
and only such as met the requirements 
were kept; he also said that whenever 10 
karat goods were received he marked a 
selling price, the initials of the maker, and 
a number (512) on the article.

Thief, in a Confession, Seeks to Implicate

RocHester, N. Y., May 30.—It became

Unfortunately, Judge Harris’s opinion, as 
reported by the press, is directly opposed to 
the opinion of the Appellate Term of the 
First Department of the New York Su- 
preme Court, which, in the case of Ludwin 
vs. Baruch, handed down a decision, a lit- 
tle over a year ago, which was reported in 
full in THe CrrcuLar-WEEKLY at the time, 
to the effect that power to pledge flows 
from the general power to sell where the 
agent or factor has possession of the goods 
and other indicia of ownership on which 
a pawnbroker is justified in relying. 
Under this decision New York dealers ap- 
pear to have little chance of recovering 
goods from a pawnbroker that were pledged 
by an agent to whom was given the power 
to sell, together with the possession of the 
goods. 

It is gratifying to know, however, that the 
jewelers of New Jersey are more fortunate in 
being able to recover under such condi- 
tions, provided Judge Harris’s opinion is 
good law for that State. For the sake of 
the jewelry trade generally it is to be hoped 
that when the question in future comes up 
in other States of the Union the dictum

If Judge Harris’s decision holds in the 
higher courts it will be a victory for the 
plaintiff for which he should be thanked by 
all jewelers of New Jersey, as it affirms a 
proposition of law that jewelers throughout 
the country have urged time and time again,

Every up-to-date merchant is obliged to 
advertise more or less, because his competi- 
tors do so, but advertising alone will not 
make the business a success; other things 
are important, and it is almost always the 
lack of a suitable basis that causes mer- 
chants to proclaim that advertising is not 
what it is said to be.—E-xrchange.

in selecting our stock it is not good pol 
icy to undertake to put in a small line of 
each and everything known to the trade 
thinking that we must have some of ever 
thing that will be called for, for with our 
limited capital this will be impossible to 
do and have anything like a good selection 
in any one line. We should put in a well 
and complete line of standard 
goods, such as clocks, watches, chains, 
charms, brooches, stick pins, rings, emblem 
silver ware, flat ware, etc. Also a 
small line of silver novelties, ebony, etc., and 
gradually add different lines as our increas 
ing capital will permit. 

In the lower deck of each show case we 
will place an electric light, screwed to the 
bottom of the upper deck, giving us a 
splendid display of goods on the lower deck 
in the evening. On the lower deck in one 
case display a full line of flat ware, keep- 
ing the space well filled with it, displayed 
in fancy boxes. In one case display ebony 
and silver novelties; in the other case dis- 
play a line of brush sets and fancy goods. 
These, with the electric light upon them, 
will present a very fine appearance. In the 
upper decks display watches, chains, jewel- 
ry, etc., in peacock blue trays, which show 
goods to good advantage. 

We must carry from $500 to $700 worth 
of watches, embracing nearly all grades of 
standard makes of movements and a good 
variety of well selected patterns of stan- 
dard gold filled and silver cases and a few 
nice patterns of solid gold cases, as some 
people are prejudiced against anything but 
a solid gold case, and they will think we 
are carrying nothing but cheap goods if we 
have no solid gold cases. The locality and 
class of trade must greatly determine the 
class of goods we should carry, but in all 
cases we should handle a class of goods that 
we can conscientiously guarantee to give 
entire satisfaction. 

One hundred dollars or $150 worth of 
standard and fancy clocks will make a good 
showing for the money invested, and are 
always staple and good stock to have. 

In finishing the interior of store I should 
paint all woodwork white and keep it clean: 
have the walls papered with light colored 
paper and floor carpeted with linoleum, and 
above all have the store well lighted and 
ventilated. Great pains should be taken 
to have the store present a clean, tidy and 
neat appearance. Show cases must be kept 
clean and goods displayed in tasteful order.

A JEWELRY establishment that has a 
number of points of interest and pre 
sents several modern ideas in jewelry store 
building architecture and interior arrange- 
nient, is occupied by E. P. Roberts & Sons, 
at 225 Fifth Ave., Pittsburgh, Pa. They 
had special opening ceremonies covering 
three recent days. The store is thus de- 
scribed by a local writer: 

The architectural beauty of the store at- 
tracts the attention of the most casual 
observer, it being the most pleasing and 
original in Pitts- 


design of any store on 





burgh’s leading business thoroughfare. The 
Italian renaissance has been, in general, ad 
hered to, yet the architects have introduced 
modifications and innovations which blend 
into a charming and harmonious whole, not 
alone in the front and its ornamentation, 
but throughout the interior of this most at- 
tractive headquarters for things precious, 
beautiful and useful. 

Doric columns support an arched canopy 
over the portal, and this in turn upholds a 
large clock, set at right angles to the street, 
its dials being therefore in plain view to 
all on the avenue. In the design of the 


spacious windows, the colonial style of or- 
namentation dominates, the prevailing lines 


in ivory, blue and gold being wrought out 
most artistically. 

The story shows more archi- 
tectural beauty, fluted columns supporting 
a pediment in which appears the firm’s 
crest, and flanking an ornate bay window. 
The vestibule is laid in art ceramic tile, 
the pattern revealing an empire design em- 
bodying a torch and wreath of bay leaves. 
The visitor is, on entering, confronted with 
a spacious jewelry room, 60 feet deep, 
lofty and beautiful in every detail. To the 
left is an attractive diamond parlor, special- 
ly fitted and adapted for seclusion for cus- 
tomers desiring to inspect and compare dia- 
monds. It is the first time that such a 
completely equipped apartment of this kind 
has been available for patrons of a Pitts- 
burgh jewelry store. Close at hand is the 
display of precious stones. This room, with 
its wealth of gems, its works of art placed 
on pedestals at intervals, its mural beauty 
and harmony of decorations, its flood of soft 
radiance from electroliers of quaint and 
artistic design, is worth a long journey to 
see. The dominant color scheme, blue and 
gold, is a splendid background. 

From the rear of the jewelry room silken 
portieres give entrance to the sterling silver 
room. Beyond this is the red room, where 
choice ceramics and bric-a-brac are found 
Back of this room is one finished in blue 
and holding a magnificent assortment of cut 
glass. A frosted glass skylight serves to 
illuminate this department. At the extreme 
rear are the diamond vaults and offices. 

All these departments are on the ground 
floor, with neither elevation nor stairways 
necessary for patrons. The second floor is 
used as a diamond setting and manufactur: 
ing department. This store is certainly a 
credit to the city as well as to the progress- 
ive firm that occupies it.

Diepiric Action and Value.

Dioptric Quiz you use the phrase “‘di- 
optric action and value.”’ Will you kindly explain 
just what is meant by that? wo ye 

In reply to your query of May 17, would 
say that the dioptric action or value of a 
surface of refraction is the change of cur 
vature it produces in waves of light passing 
through it; such change being expressed 
in meter curves or in units based upon a 
curvature whose radius is one meter. 

For instance, if an object is 20 inches 
from a + 6D. lens, the waves of light 
that reach the lens are + 2 C.; that is, they

are the reciprocal of the distance expressed | 


in meters. Since»20 inches = ™% meter, 
the reciprocal of this distance is 2 and the 
waves are therefore 2C. All natural waves 
are + in curvatures. 
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Each of these waves \ 
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emerges from the lens with a curvature of 

4 C. and focus at 4 meter = 10 inches. 
Che lens in this case being prints out + 
2 C. curvature and prints in the 4 C. cur 
vature or makes a total impression of 6C., 
hence its action is + 6 D. This will al 
ways be the action of a + 6 D. lens act- 
ing in air, hence its action in its dioptric 
value in air is always the same, but the 
action of a surface varies more with every 
change in the distance of the object. To 
tell you now what that change is or how 
it is computed would be to explain several 
of the problems, so you will see that we 
have explained the matter as far as we can 
at present.

Discoloration of Gold Spectacle Frames. 


OMPLAINTS of discoloration are oe 
C casionally received by jobbers and 
inufacturers of gold and gold filled spec- 
cle ware. These complaints are usually 
companied by the offending frame, which 
examination usually shows the temples 

» be blackened and sometimes the under 
urface of the bridge looking more like 
ead than gold. 

he dealer who returns them is naturally 
ndignant and if it happens to be the in- 

ial order received from the jobber his 
hopes for future trade in that quarter are 
very slim. 

And yet the gold comprising the frame 
was only a small portion of a large ingot, 
the balance entering into the composition of 
numerous other frames which have been 
supplied to the trade—possibly some of 
them going to the same dealer who makes 
the complaint, yet nothing is heard from 
them 

Che only conclusion possible to arrive at 
under these conditions is that cause of oxi- 
dization is in the wearer and not in the 
material. 

Many preparations for the hair and face 
contain chemicals of such a nature that they 
will, under favorable climatic conditions, 
cause oxidization. Many of the patent med- 
icines which are now so liberally advertised 
and extensively used are composed of mer- 
cury or sulphur, either of which will play 
havoc with even high grade solid gold 
goods. 

It is on the gold filled spectacles that 
the wrath of the injured dealer usually de- 
scends, although a high grade filled article 
of at least one-tenth stock will stand equal- 
ly with a solid gold, and when the oxidiza- 
tion is removed the frame is as bright and 
good as ever, as the discoloration is merely 
on the surface. 

he low grade filled frame has such a 
thin shell of gold that the acid contained 
in the chemicals or the perspiration some- 
times finds it ways through the gold and 
quickly lays bare the brass core, which 
turns green, and condemns the whole line 
of goods immediately. 

\nother instance of poor results with 
high grade goods is to be found in the use 
of gold filled cable temples, in which the 
spiral wire covering the temple has not been 
swedged sufficiently smooth, so that in pass- 
ing it through the fingers it feels like the 
thread of a fine machine screw. 

This form of temple in actual wear 
gathers in the thread like crease referred 
to all the sweat sodden dust which may 
be attached to the hair and having in the 
preparation the necessary ingredient to 
form a strong acid the temples quickly eat 
away in the crevices of the spiral and soon 
become a perfect wreck. 

The modern cables are swedged perfect 
ly smooth, so that this danger is removed, 
and the few isolated cases in which patent 
medicines and cosmetics get in their deadly 
work will have to be explained away by the 
dealer who knows his business, without 


treading on the corns of the people who in 
dulge in these frivolities—Canadian Opti 
cian,

Blindness is an incapacity to see even 
under the conditions in which vision is or 
dinarily exercised.

moments of practical blindness and we can 
learn almost nothing about our eye move- 
ments by self observation. 

To restate the formal proof of the law 
here would be out of place.

roduce the illusion that we see our eyes 
during a movement of the point of regard 
It may even be possible for some persons 
catch sight of the beginning or end of 
the movement of one eye by means of the 
ther after the latter has come to rest; 
nee it has recently been demonstrated that 
ften our two eyes neither start to move 
nor stop exactly together. But if the head 
is at rest and one eye covered, the other eye 
as it moves about will appear now in one po 
sition and again in another, but it can never 
see itself in motion. There is only one ex 
planation of these facts. Since we can see 
the movements of another’s eyes our in- 
ability to see the movements of our own eyes 
in a mirror cannot lie in any difficulty of 
perceiving the eye movements themselves 
but only in practical blindness during the 
eye movements. The experiment is singu- 
larly precise. Indeed, the writer, during 
several years of experimentation, has never 
succeeded in producing any other phenom 
enon which begins and ends exactly with 
the eye movements. 

A rather more convincing experiment de- 
pends on the smallness of the field of clear 
vision. If the reader will fixate a letter at 
the left of this page, the letters and words 
at the center of the page will appear as in- 
distinct patches of gray. The same will 
be true if one fixates a letter at the right 
of the page. If one looks rapidly from the 
extreme left to the extreme right, the cen 
ter will at no time be seen more distinctly 
than it was seen from either of the ex 
treme positions. Now, in glancing from left 
to right, the point of clear vision must have 
passed across the center of the page. If the 
words in the path of the point of regard 
were not seen clearly, there is only one ex- 
planation, and that is that the eye could 
not see while it was moving. Whoever tries 
this experiment will firfd no error in the 
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above description so long as he looks from 
one point to the other as rapidly as possibie; 
but it may seem to more than one that, 1f 
lie ony looks a little more slowly, the 19 
termedicte words may be seen with perfect 
distinctness. The apparent ability to move 
the eyes slowly is an illusion. In every case 
an assistant, looking at the eyes, would have 
been able to observe that the attempted slow 
movement was really broken by one or 
more full stops. Some persons may be able 
to detect these stops without an assistant, 
but it is an exceedingly difficult thing to do 
Even after many years’ experience the writ 
er never dares trust his own introspection 
in this matter.

Direct experimentation 
with delicate apparatus confirms this indica- 
tion. The average duration of an eye move- 
ment by which the point of regard sweeps 
from one side of this page to the other, at 
normal reading distance, is about one-twen- 
tieth of a second. This will vary with the 
individual, with the different eyes of the 
same individual and with the same eye at 
different degrees of fatigue. But it is prac 
tically uninfluenced by the strongest exer 
tion of the will. It may seem strange that 
we cannot move our eyes slowly if we 
choose, but on closer inspection this inabil 
ity is seen to be a wise provision of na 
ture.

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Another Forward Step in Lathe Construction. 


THE BALL-BEARING LATHE. 


When the American Lathe was shown to the world it was a wonder of startling proportions, for the jump with one bound 





from the Bottom’s Lathe (of wax memory) to a comparatively large hollow spindle with chucks that would hold anything, 
and withal hold it as true and accurately as did the old wax chuck, was indeed a consummation devoutly to be wished, but 
nevertheless only dreamed of as a remote and unattainable blessing. But Moseley, with his split chuck and tapered spindle 
had solved the problem. However, this long tapered bearing, so essential to accuracy, was at once a monument of strength, 
supporting the whole American lathe system, and an element of weakness, limiting the lathe to the most delicate service. 
The long taper is a perfect wedge, the slightest longitudinal pressure driving it firmly into the bearings, and, combined 
with the motion of revolution, pressing out the oil, binding and stopping the lathe; hence it follows that, as a drilling machine, 
the American Lathe, as usually constructed, is weak. But the designer of the Ball-Bearing Lathe has eliminated this vulner- 


able point without sacrificing, in any particular, the good features of the double tapered bearing

HOROLOGICAL MASTERPIECE OF THE 18th CENTURY. 


Description Translated From the German of Mathias Romer, Watchmaker of Zis- 
tersdorf, Lower Austria, in “Oesterreichisch-Ungarische Uhrmacher Zeitung.” 


J the year 1769, F. David A. S. Cajetano, 


N 
l a barefoot monk of the Order of St. 
Augustine, in the Royal Monastery, at Vi- 
enna, completed a horological structure 
which, from its complicated features and its 
artistic character, commanded much atten- 
tion. It is still in operation and runs its 
course regularly, but in its long career it 
has been repaired and some changes have 
been made. 

In 1771, a description was published, at 
Vienna, by Joseph Rendlet, a friend of the 
constructor. In the introduction full justice 
is awarded, according to the current usage, 
to the industry and ability of F. David. We 
are informed that he first saw the light in 
a rugged corner of the Black Forest; that 
he was by profession a cabinet maker and as 
such had been long employed in the mon- 
astery; that he studied mathematics and 
mechanics with great assiduity, principally 
at night, and had thus become an accom- 
plished mechanician and succeeded in creat- 
ing a mechanical masterpiece without per- 
sonal assistance and without a model, 

The apparatus is fitted into a case 2.61 
meters (8 ft. 7 in.) in height; it has two 
large faces. The principal one, represented 
in the illustration, is 76.4 centimeters (2 ft. 
6 in.) high, 47.4 centimeters (1 ft. 64% in.) 
wide. It has 29 hands and 13 other con- 
trivances, indicating correctly the rising and 
setting of the sun, the phases of the moon, 
the motions of the earth and of the larger 
planets, the dates of the festivals according 
to the Gregorian calendar, and many other 
particulars. 

The most important and interesting indi- 
cation is the pictured sun. The earth, as in 
nature, revolves around the sun in a year 
and on its own axis in 24 hours. The hand 
moves around the circle in 365 days, 5 hours, 
48 minutes and 48 seconds, a full year, 
while the orb in the upper part of the 
clock turns on its axis in the course of 
24 hours, marking, in this way, the hours 
of the day and night. 

The motion of the sun hand corresponds 
with the Gregorian calculation; an addition 
of one day is provided for every fourth year 
(leap year), with the regular omission of 
the leap year three times in 400 years. Both 
sun hands move in the zodiac, which is to 
be seen on the face of the clock, and indi- 
cate the month, the day of the month and 
the daily position of the sun in the zodiac 
in degrees, 

At the extremities 
are images of the full and new moon;

out changing their relative position, the 
hands move in 27 days, 7 hours, 43 min- 
utes and 5 seconds (the exact period of a 
month) around the dial. The eccentric 
shorter hand, which is attached to the full 
moon hand, gives the true position of the 
moon in the zodiac, while the longer hand 
indicates its mean motion. 

The two shorter hands, likewise with 
maintained respective positions, of which 
one is marked with the letter A and the 
other with the letter P, indicate the apogee 
and perigee of the moon. They mark the 
points at which the motion of the moon is 
faster or slower. Their motion in the zodi- 
ac amounts yearly to 40 degrees, 39 minutes 
and 50 seconds; but their whole course 
takes 8 years, 309 days, 15 hours, 25 min- 
utes and 55 seconds. 

The two longer hands, placed opposite 
each other, represent the time of the as- 
cending and descending nodes. From the 
relative position of these hands to the hands 
of the sun and moon, the occurrence of 
an eclipse of the sun or moon can be deter- 
mined. Both hands complete their courses 
in 18 years, 224 days, 8 hours, 4 minutes and 
58 seconds. 

The 12 smaller dials, counting from the 
lowest to the left, serve for the following 
purposes: The lowest indicates the hour 
and minute in the mean course of the sun 
and gives therefore the time in current use. 
On the next dial to the left, a hand marks 
the course of the planet Mercury in the 
zodiac. Time: 87 days, 23 hours, 14 minutes 
anc 4 seconds. On the third small dial the 
day of the week is marked. The fourth 
serves to determine the latitude of the moon 
and the time from or to its node. The hand 
on the fifth dial indicates the motion of the 
planet Jupiter; time, 11 years, 314 days 
and 12 hours. The hands of the sixth mark 
the epacts, the lunar cycle or golden number 
and the Roman indiction. 

The hands of the seventh (uppermost) 
small dial mark the aphelion and the peri- 
helion of the sun in the zodiac; their year- 
ly course is 1 minute, 5 seconds and a frac- 
tion, and they make a complete revolution 1n 
20,903 years and 73 days. The shortest 
hand indicates the movement of the planet 
Saturn and compieten its course in 29 years, 
167 days and 22 hours.’ The eighth dial 
gives the solar cycle and the Dominical or 
Sunday letter. The hand on the ninth small 
dial marks the course of the planet Mars 
and revolves in 1 year, 321 days, 23 hours, 
31 minutes and 56 seconds. On the 10th 


dial the age of the moon may be read. 
hand of the llth gives the period to the

next apogee of the moon. On the last 
(12th) small dial the course of the planet 
Venus and that of the sun are to be seen. 
‘lime: 224 days, 16 hours and 48 minutes. 

On the topmost large dial there are four 
hands. The upper one gives the date, with 
automatic correctness. It makes a revolu- 
tion in the course of a month and leaps 
back on the last day of the month, after 
either the 28th, 29th, 30th or 31st. In the 
center of the dial, a blue hand marks the 
exact mean time, while two other hands, 
each carrying an image of the sun, indicate 
the actual solar time. Besides the indica- 
tions of the hands, various other particulars 
can be ascertained. 

In a small oblong opening near the hand 
which points out the date, the name of the 
current month and the number of its days 
are given; also the number of years that 
have elapsed since the last leap year, this 
latter being indicated by points. On the 
large dial there are four openings, arranged 
between the uppermost of the small circles, 
in which the figures of the year are exhib- 
ited. The change of these figures takes place 
on New Year’s night and provision has been 
made for the whole period until the year 
9999. In the illustration (see next page) 
the year 1769 appears. 

On the upper dial there are five rings, 
21 centimeters (8% inches) in diameter, of 
which four are movable. The outer ring is 
stationary and is divided into two sections, 
numbering 12 hours each; on this circle the 
hand of the sun indicates the hours of the 
day and night. The second ring is divided, 
according to the Roman fashion, into 24 
hours (I—XXIV). The rising and setting 
of the sun are given and the length of the 
days and nights. On the third ring the 
signs of the zodiacal constellations are de- 
lineated with their degrees and the exact 
position of the sun can be determined.

Capillary Attraction of Oil 
HE attraction which exists between 


some fluids and solid bodies is called 
capillarity. Oil sinks are formed in watch 
and clock plates so that by capillary attrac- 
tion the oil is kept close to the pivot, in- 
stead of spreading over the plate. These 
sinks should be rather deep than wide; 
some are much too large and shallow. Back 
slopes are formed in arbors having conical 
pivots, so that the oil may not be drawn ail 
the way up the body of the arbor, though they 
hardly seem to be necessary, for the amount 
of oil applied must be very excessive for it 
to be drawn to the root of the pivot. If 
anything of the kind is needed a small hol- 
low between the pivot proper and the larg 
est part of the cone would seem best; simi- 
larly, a slight groove in the shoulder of a 
straight pivot near its circumference would 
form a good receptacle for oil. The “at- 
traction” is sometimes negative and be- 
comes a repulsion, as in the case of mer 
cury in a glass tube.

Fireproof Clock of Great Accuracy.

Question No. 136.—Nickel Plating.—/ 
am a young electro-plater and have thus 
far been successful in silver and gold plat- 
ig; have tried several times to do nicke!

work. Can you describe a good method 
to do it? G. &. &. 


ANSWER :—In nickel plating the double 
sulphate of ammonium and nickel is the salt 
generally used. Any common form of bat- 
tery may be used, but the should 
considerably exceed in size the articles to 
be covered with nickel.

vessel ; stoneware jar an 
swers very well, if the articles to be cov- 
ered are small. Across the top of this are 
placed two heavy copper wires, to one of 
which the articles to be covered are sus- 
pended, the other to the anode. The wire 
leading from the zine to the battery must 
then be connected with the wire from 
which the articles are suspended, the other 
battery wire being connected with the 
anode. 

To prepare the articles for coating they 
must be well cleansed by scrubbing, im- 
mersing in boiling potash to remove any 
grease, then dipping them for an instant in 
muriatic acid, and afterwards washing 
thoroughly in water, taking care that the 
hand does not come in contact with any 
part of them. This is accomplished by 
fastening a flexible copper wire around 
them and handling them by means of it. 
Che wire serves afterwards to suspend the 
articles in the bath. 

If the articles are made of iron and steel, 
they may be first covered with a thin coat 
of copper. This is best done by the cyanide 
bath, which is prepared by dissolving pre- 
cipitated oxide cf copper in cyanide of po 
tassium. A copper plate is used as an 
anode. After they are removed from the 
copper bath they must be washed quickly 
with water and placed in the nickel bath 
Ir allowed to become dry, or to tarnish, 
the nickel will not adhere. Great care must 
be observed during the whole process to 
keep all grease, dust or other dirt from the 
articles to be coated, or else the result wili 
be unsatisfactory. The whole process |; 
one of the most difficult that is used in the 
arts, it being far easier to gild, plate or cop 
per an article than to nickel it; but if due 
care is taken the results will amply pay for 
the trouble. Here are some formulas for 
the bath: 

(a) Sulphate of nickel and ammonium, 
725 gm.; ammonium sulphate, 225 gm.: 
citric acid, 50 gm., are dissolved successive- 
ly in 12 liters of water, raised to a boil and 
filtered. The bath must have a faint acid 
reaction, 

(b) Nickel sulphate, 1,000 parts; ammo- 
nium tartrate, neutral, 750 parts; tannic 
acid, 5 parts; boiling water, 3,000 to 4,000 


parts. Dissolve the nickel sulphate in the 


boiling water, and add the ammonium salt 
and acid, filter, and add sufficient water to 
make 20,000 parts. This is a*new formula 
recommended by Chemische Zeitung, and 
it is stated that the bath will deposit nickel 
on any metal whatsoever. 

(c) The following methods have also 
been recommended: To a dilute solution of 
zine chloride (5 to 10 p. c.) add sufficient 
nickel sulphate to form a deep-green solu 
tion. Heat this in a porcelain vessel to 
boiling, immerse the articles to be plated, 
after thoroughly cleaning, and boil 30 to 
60 minutes, replacing the water as it is 
vaporized. Then place the objects in water 
containing a little fine chalk. According 
te another method the zine chloride solu- 
ticn is heated in a copper kettle, acidulated 
with hydrochloric acid, powdered metallic 
zine added and final nickel chloride or po- 
tassium nickel sulphate, until the solution 
becomes green. In this solution the ob- 
jects to. be plated are boiled with frag 
ments of zinc foil during fifteen minutes. 
The plating is polished with levigated chalk. 

Question No. 137.—Deodorization of Pe- 
troleum.—/t is necessary to use petroleum 
in my store for lighting and other pur- 
poses. Can you tell me of any method of 
removing the bad smell of same? 

a. &, 2. 

ANSWER :—Attempts to deodorize petro- 
leum’ have seldom been successful, because 
of the high cost of the vaitious processes, 
which cause them to be called unpractical. 
A few cheap methods are in vogue, includ- 
ing the following: (a) Put into a gallon 
of petroleum 100 grains of zine chloride and 
shake; then pour the mixture into a vessel 
containing burnt lime: mix well, allow it to 
settle and decant the petroleum carefully. 
(b) Into five gallons of petroleum put 300 
grains of litharge, 4 pounds of potash and 
1 gallon of water. The dark color of the 
petroleum is due either to the presence cf 
light or hydrocarbons. .‘iltering through 
bone charccal is said to give good results 
for bleaching. 





Question No. 138.—Rouge for Buff 
Wheels.—Please cxplain how rouge for 
Luffs and polishing is made. R. R. T. 

ANSWER :—The Pharm. Era gives this 
method: “The rouge employed by watch- 
makers and jewelers is obtained by directly 
subjecting crystals of sulphate of iron or 
copperas to a high heat by which the sul- 
phuric acid is expelled and the oxide of iron 
remains. Those portions least calcined, 
when ground, are used for polishing gold 
and silver. These are of bright crimson 
color. The darker and more calcined por- 
tions are known as and are used 
for polishing brass and steel. Others prefer 
for the production of rouge the peroxide of 
iron precipitated by ammonia from a dilute 
solution of sulphate of iron, which is wash- 
ed, compressed until dry, then exposed to a 
low red heat and ground to powder. Of 
course, there are other substances besides 
rouge which are employed in polishing, 2s

Question No. 139.—Restoration of D 
colored Pearls.—Plecase tell me, in y 
Workshop Notes and Queries, how pea) 
having become dull through wear, can 
restored to their former brightness and 
ors? - wo. J 

ANSWER:—When the clearness of 
pearls is partly lost it may be restored 
placing them in a paste of magnesia a 
water and letting them remain therein { 
some hours, according to the degree of d 
coloration. Placing them for a time in 
solution of lime and water will also impr 
their colors by removing the stains. Pear 
which have become entirely dull through 
long wear, perspiration, near 
worthless. They are called death pearls 
Sometimes they may be restored to thei: 
previous brightness by peeling, which is 
done by removing carefully a thin layer, o: 
more layers, if necessary. To do this take a 
sharp graver and make incisions over thx 
pearl, but do not cut so deeply as to 
scratch the second layer. Then with a small 
hammer, while holding the pearl in the left 
hand, strike light blows upon it, which will 
cause the first layer to drop off in small 
pieces, thus denuding the next one. If this 
latter be also of a dull appearance it is r 
moved in the same manner and the opera 
tion is continued until a bright layer is en 
countered or the core is reached. 


Question No. 140.—Gold Solder.—Can 
you give me areceipt to make soft and hard 
gold solder? F. H. 

ANSWER :—Gold solders for all qualities 
of gold can be bought from the material 
dealers cheaper than you can make them. 
However, in case you desire to make them, 
we will give you the following receipts: 
Soft Gold Solder: 1 part silver, 1 part cop- 
per and 4 parts gold. By adding brass it 
can be easily made softer, but the solder is 
then more liable to oxidize. Gold Solder 
for High Grade Work: Melt together 6 
parts of pure gold, 1 part of pure silver and 
2 parts of copper. Gold Solder of Lower 
Quality: 6 parts gold, 4 parts silver, 3 parts 
copper, to which should be added 1 part 
zinc. This will flow at a dull red heat and 
is suitable for gold brooches, guards, filled 
rings, etc. The flux is borax.

English Hall-Marks on Silver. 





ke publication of the report that 

American makers of silver ware in- 
tended to send goods to England, there to 
be stamped with British hall-marks and then 
sold in that country and elsewhere, evident- 
ly caused considerable concern to British 
manufacturers. The London, Sheffield and 
Birmingham jewelers’ associations held a 
meeting recently to consider the matter. lt 
was resolved, says the Jeweller and Metal- 
worker, London: 

That a petition be addressed to the Lords Com- 
missioners of His Majesty's Treasury praying them 
to consider the facts contained in the petition and 
to afford the petitioners such relief as, under the 
circumstances, may appear reasonable to them. 

The petition begins with a reference to the 
declared intention of foreign manufactur- 
ers to send goods to England for the pur- 
pose of being stamped with the British hall- 
marks and afterwards sold in competition 
with those of the English maker, and 
points out that the object of foreign manu- 
facturers by the proposed action is clearly 
to secure the appearance of the English 
hall-mark on their goods so as to attach to 
them an indication of British origin and 
enable them to reap the benefit of the repu- 
tation which British goods have obtained. 
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The petition also points out that by the 
dition of the letter F to goods of fore 
make impressed with the English hall-ma 
there must have been only one reason 1! 
this distinction, namely, that the Briti 
hall-mark undoubtedly attaches to tl! 
goods upon which it appears a false indi 
tion of origin 

Reference is made to the insertion of t! 
watch clause in the merchandise marks 
and it is pointed out that what was true « 


watch cases is true of all descriptions 
gold and silver wares, because if a mar 
by reason of its appearance upon wat 


cases imputes an impression of British orig 
in, it follows that the same hall-mark must 
have a similar effect no matter what goods 
it may appear on the remedy to which the 
petitioners claim to be entitled, they think 
could be best afforded them by acting upon 
the precedent laid down in the merchandise 
marks act of 1887, by which it was enacted 
that there should special hall-mark 
upon foreign watch which should 
have none of the well known characteristics 
of the existing hall-marks, but should at 
once make it clear to purchasers that they 
were not buying British goods. This peti- 
tion is being sent to all the members of the 
trade, and will be presented as speedily as 
possible. 

Presumedly such action as is desired by 
the petition would have an effect on Ame 
ican silver ware manufacturers.
